“tom lately, but’ on examination we found there had been.no care in sorting the sizes, no pains taken _ 
to cull out those that were dark, speckled or stringy, no effort made to throw out a number of 
them that had been plow-cut. In other words, the entire carload of potatoes were just one big 
mass of all sorts, sizes ard conditions. 


To handle that car of potatoes, and in order to offer the trade what it wanted in good, attrac- 
tive, smooth, even-sized potatoes, it would be necessary for us to go through the entire lot and 
do the very work that he, as a producer, should have done, or should have had done. 

It meant a big loss in the entire lot. We ’phoned the producer to come up and see us the next 
morning. He came. We explained the situation. He was quick to see it, and as he started to 
explain, or rather apologize, our buyer interrupted to say: .

Our advice to farmers is to go through 
your-crop carefully, pick out the best, the smoothest—the uniform sizes — which will amount to 
about 50 to 60 per cent. Cure these. The remainder it will pay. you to feed to stock and to bank 
away for home or local consumption. Later on crate properly those to be marketed, and“ if the

Certainly, at least, pay due care to selecting—to grading—to having the uniformity—and 
prepare your crates so well and so attractively that you can find a market in many far-away states,

Press.)—Loss of life 
in the mine industry has been de 
creased proportionately 50, per cent 
during the period from 1907 to 1922, 
according to the annual report of the 
American Mining congress presen 
at the second session of its six-day 
convention here ete « . 
The report, read by J. F. Gall- 
breath, of Washington, secretary of 
the congréss, declared that “three 
yeurs before the. bureau of mines was 
established the loss of life was in- 
creasing in such a frightful ratio 
that, in 1907, the cengress secured an 
apfgopriation of $50,000 from the 
government fo investigate causes’ of 
mine accidents hnd to recommend 
methods to decrease mine fatalities.” 
In 1907 the loss of life ‘in coal 
mines per thousand men employed 
wus ¢.81 per cent. the report stated, 
and the life loss per million tons of 
coal mined was 6.”8 per cent, In 1920 


the life loss per thousand men enm-., 
ployed in the industry was 2.89 per 
cent and per million tons of eoal | 
mined 3.39 per cent.

“Tf the life loss per man as com- 
pared to the number of tons mined , 
bud maintained the same ratio in|

The value of the mining prod- 
ucts in 1907 was $236,000,000 while 
in 1920 it was $624,000,000, 

The mining industry must not ex- 
pect relief from continued bigh taxes 
for many years to come, the oe 
continues, “because a total of 58 pdr 
cent of the federal taxes is fixed to 
cover war expenses already incurred, 
27 per cent to cover the war and navy 
departments and good roads, leaving 
a balance of 15 per cent for general 
rovernmental expenses, the latter in 
which economy can be exercised.” 

Efforts of the congress to solve the 
taxation question will be mainly in 
the field of state taxation, it was de 
cided at the first taxation conference, 
held in connection with the congress, 
yesterday.

New “War Memoirs’ 
By Frank A. Holden 
Praised by Knight 


A graphic story o. the human side 
of the world war, told by a young 
Georgian who «go virtually 
all of the unusual phases; what he 
saw “over there” and felt and thought’ 
and did, not only in the great crises 
of battle, but on the march and in

the camps, is contained in a volume 
just off the press, from the pen of 
Frank A. Holden, prominent attorney 
of Athens, Ga. 

“War Memories” is the title of the 
book which portrays the actual ex- 
periences of the author, who was 
graduated from the first officers’ 
training school at Fort McPherson at 
the begining of the war in 1917 and 
commissioned a sceond lieutenant. The 
greater portion of :the book is devoted 
to the accounts of incidents occurring 
in France where the young officer 
served with the 328th infantry, 82nd 
division. 

Lucien Lamar Knight sate his- 
torian of Georgia, pays a tribute to the 
author jin the _ introduction. He 
characterizes the volume as a “little 
book which reflects upon every page 
the intimate heartlife of the American 
boy in France during the world war, 
setting forth the first impressions 
made upon a soldier’s mind, under 
foreign skies, at the cannon's mouth, 
and revealing the, fact that everywhere 
and always his thoughts were of the 
dear ones at home thousands of miles 
across the sea.” 

Mr. Knight goes further in his 
praise of the handiwork of the author 
by defining “War Memories” as 2 
volume “like unto a mirror in its 
faithful reproduction of the simpler 
elements which enter into vast and 
splendid scenes. We have heard much 
of general movements; of grand cli- 
maxes; of superb exhibitions of man- 
power, in the aggregate; of millions, 
upon one side, confornting millions 
upon another; and so vast has been 
the picture presented to our minds 
that we have utterly failed to grasp 
it, except in its outstanding character- 
istics. We have heard too little of the 
human side of the great war—too lit- 
tle of the things which carry a direct 
appeal to the deep heart of America. 

“The author of ‘War Memories,’ ” 
continues Mr. Knight, “has not at- 
tempted an epic. is little volume is 
not, m any sense, a romance of chival- 
ry—it is merely a little memorandum 
book in which he has penciled his 
recollections, while these were still 
fresh in mind. and to keep the bright 
tints from fading, as they were other- 
wise bound to do, with the lapse of 
years,” 

The author has dedicated his work 
to American Red Cross, which he de- 
clares was “the last to wave us good- 
bye from American shores and the 
first to greet us in foreign lands.”

“Incorrigibility.” 


New Brunswick, N. J., October 10. 
(By the Associated Press.)—Prison 
bars closed tonight on a third impor- 
tant figure in the Hall-Mills murder 
Imystery; but the incarceration in- 
stead of helping the tangle of clews 
served only to emphasize the diffi- 


culties authorities are encountering in 
efforts to check up the evidence on 
which 19-year-old Clifford Hayes is 
accused of the double slaying. 

The third to go to jail was Pearl 
Bahmer, aged 15, who Raymond Schei- 
der says Hayes thought he was slaying, 
with her father when, according 
to Schneider's story, Hayes fired four 
bullets into. the bodies of the Rev. 
Edward Wheeler Hall and Mrs. Elea- 
nor Reinhardt Mills on the night ot 
September 14, on the deserted Phillips 
farm. Schneider is held as a material 


witness, 
Admitted Charge. . 

Pearl was not officially jailed in 
connection with the Hall-Mills case. 
The charge—which she admitted—was 
incorrigibility. Prosecutor Stricker, 
of Middlesex county, appeared person- 
ally against her. After her hearing, in 
which she had testified to intimacy 
with Schneider and _ her father, 
she was officially committed for a 
week, wending the decision on. the 
charge. Unofficially, it was said that 
she was being given a chance to think 
over conflicting stories she has told. 
Nicholas Bahmer later was arrested 
as a result of the charges preferred 
by his daughter and held on $10,- 
000 bail. 

Pearl, who was with Schneider when 
the bodies of Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills 
were “found,” has given newspaper 
men reason to believe she knew more 
than she was telling. Incidentally she 
has turned against Schneider, once 
admittedly her sweetheart, and has 
sought to convey the impression that 
he knew more about the murders than 
Hayes, whom he accused of the crimes. 

Told Four Stories. 

Schneider, it Was dscovered, told 
four stories about ,his knowledge of 
the slayings before he reached the 
story of Hayes’ commission of the 
crime. After he had been trapped 
in prevaricaigons in the first hour, 
said a sfite trooper who was present 
throughout the long grilling, Schnei- 
der would say: 

“Well, let’s go back and start all 
over again. I'll tell the truth this 
time.” | 

His final story still fails to jibe 
with facts about the murder, brought 
out from other sources—notably his 
insistence that neither Hayes nor, he 
bad,cut Mrs. Mills’ throat after the 
shooting. ' 

There are almost as broad dis- 
crepancies in his story of his where- 
abouts on the night of the murders 
as that told by Pearl Bahmer. Schnei- 
der said he was with Pearl several 
hours that night before he saw Pearl 
going out with her father, and 
started trailing the pair with Hayes. 

Contradicts Self. 

Pearl first said he was with her 
until about 9 o'clock. Then she said 
he was not with-her at all. De- 
tectives say they are trying to chece 
up on his movements between 8 and 
'11 o’clock—the period in which the 
murders were committed. 

Schneider savs it was about 1 
o’clock when Hays shot the minister 
and the choir singer “by mistake.” 
All other witnesses have: agreed that 
ae and shots were heard at about 
10 .« (0. 

Despite these and many éther appa- 
rent conflicts in his story Prosecufor 
Beekman, of Somerset, insisted he had 
evidence enough against Hayes to jus- 
tify the charge against him. 

Story Disbelieved. P 

Hayes, in the meantime, was in 
the county jail at Somerville, awaiting 
action by the grand jury and protest- 
ing his innocence. He adhered to his 
story that he and Schneider had come 
upon the Bodies while hunting for 
Pearl and her father; that Schnei- 
der had stolen the minister’s watch 
and that they had both decided to

Regulations under the new ruling, 
officials declared tonight, would be 
forthcoming at an early date but uni- 
form procedure in the meanwhile was 
desired. Careftil study of the ruiing 
and the prohibition and, customs laws 
is understood to be required in order 
that regulations may be drawn, as 
liquor carried on the manifests of for- 
eign ships, but not for importation, 
was said not to be in violation of the 
customs laws, while the extent of the 
authority prohibition officers have for 
boarding vessels is a question upon 
which there is understood to be some 
divergence of opinion. 

It is believed that the procedure to 
be worked out for carrying into ef- 
ect the new liquor ban would follow 
the general program that customs of- 
ficers should take charge of liquor 
found aboard foreign ships and then 
turn it over to the prohibition of- 
ficers for disposal. In fhe case of 
American ships less difficulty was ex- 
pected as they could not carry liquor 
on their manifests and the importa- 
tion of liquor is forbidden under the 
tariff of 1922. 

Formal letters to ship owners, both 
American and foreign, formally notify- 
ing them of the latest construction of 
the prohibition law in relation to 
shipping, were understood to be nearly 
ready to be sent out by Secretary 
Mellon.

had often been transferred by the dis- 
pessessed inhabitants to tne new 
places. This made the identification 
of the location more difficult. Never- 
theless, Dorpfeld had _ rediscovered 
the location of a whole series of them, 
with the help of his Homer, which he 
carried in his.band like a Baedeker, 
hitting upon it by following the mi- 
nute geographical descriptions given 
by Homer. 

This interested me so mucb that 1 
took a trip by water, with the em- 
press, in the company of Dorpfeld, 
in order to put the matter to the test. 
We went to Leukas (Ithaca) and 
visited, one after- another, the places 
made famous by the “Odyssey,” while 
Dorpfeld read from his Homer the de- 
scriptive text of referring to each, I 
was amazed and had to admit that 
the region and the description tallied 
exactly. 


The excavations begun by me in: 


Caro from Athens to work with me. 
I was busy with préparations for lec- 
tures to bé delivered before the so- 
ciety during the winter of 1914-15, 
and. with searching discusssions on 
many’ disputed questions, which [ 
hoped to bring toward a solution sine 
ira et studio, It was g pleasure to 
me to be visited almost regularly, at 
Corfu, by English and American ar- 
ebaeologists, former pupils of Dorp- 
feld, who helped zealously in throw- 
ing light on the difficult problems 
which often came up. Since they 
were at work in Asia Minor, I was 
deeply interested in, bearing what im- 
portance they attached to the Asiatic 
influence on early Greek art-——as a 
result of their discoveries—and how 
readily they recognized a connection 
with the east in the finds made a! 
Corfu. In 1914, Professor Dubn of 
Heidelberg. visited the excavations at 
Corfu, and, after thorough investiza- 
tion, gave his support to the views 
held by Dorpfeld and me. I shal! 
tell in a sepagate piece of writin: 
about the result of my Corfu excava- 
tions, } 
That was the sort of thing which. 
in the spring of 1914, Oecupied the 
thoughts of the German emperor whvu, 
lusting for robbery and conquest, is 
necused of having  bloodthirstily 
brought on the world war. While I 
was explering and discussing Gorgons. 
Dorie columns and Homer, they were 
already mobilizing against us in the 
Caucasus and Russia.
